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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 23, 24, 28, 30-37, and 40-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly 
anticipated by Silvestrini et al., US 5,300,1 18. Particular attention is directed to Figures 1 1 A and 
11B; column 2, lines 13-15; column 3, lines 60-68; column 6, lines 47-50 and 58-60; and column 
10, lines 14-27 and 38-42. 

The Applicant's remarks have been reviewed, but these arguments have already been 
addressed in the Office action mailed on January 6, 1999 (Paper No. 14, page 3, third paragraph). 

All claims are drawn to the same invention claimed in the application prior to the entry of 
the submission under 3 7, CFR 1.1 14 and could have been finally rejected on the grounds and art 
of record in the next Office action if they had been entered in the application prior to entry under 
37 CFR 1.114. Accordingly, THIS AQTION IS MADE FINAL even though it is a first action 
after the filing of a request for continued examination and the submission under 37 CFR 1.114. 
See MPEP § 706.07(b). Applicant is reminded of the extension of time policy as set forth in 37
